of the Nationa) Bank note circulation 
by the issue of Treasury notes, and 
inserting a provision for the issue of 
200,000,000 two per cent. bonds re- 
deemable at pleasure after ten years. 

On the Finance bill no votes were 
cast in the committee against report- 
ing the amended Dill to the Senate. 
It is understood that no one was bound 
to support the measure. 

The Democratic members of the 
committee of the House report as they 
did in the case of the original bill, re- 
serving the right of opposition. 

The measure was amended in two 
important particulars at this morn- 
ing’s meeting. The first was the ex- 
clusion of Section 4 of the bill, pro- 
viding that when the National Bank 
circulation falls below $19,000,000 the 
deticiency shall be supplied by the 
issue of Treasury notes based on silver 
bullion purchases, if the silver can be 
purchased, or, if not, by the direct is- 
sue of notes. The second amendment 
was in the place of the section stricken 
out: That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is bereby authorized to issue in 
sum or sums not exceeding an aggre- 
gate of $200,000,000 in coupons and 
registered bonds of the United States, 
in such form as he may prescribe and 
of denominations of $50 or some mul- 
tiple of that sum, redeemable in lawful 
money, at the pleasure of the United 
States, on and after July 1, 1900, and 
bearing interest semi-annually at the 
rate of two per cent per annum; and 
he is authorized to sell or dispose” of 
any bonds issued under this act at not 
less than par value for any lawful 
money of the United States, or for 
gold or silver certificates, and to apply 
the proceeds thereof to the redemption 
or purchase of any bonds of the United 
States, and the bonds hereby author- 
ized and the proceeds thereof shall be 
used for no other purpose whatever, 
and the sum necessary to pay the ex- 
pense of issuing and disposing of said 
bonds is hereby appropriated ont of 
any sums of money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated.

WAYS OF CROCODILES 


Some of the Saurian’s Habits are Ex- 
ceodingly Interesting. 

As Artemus Ward says: The croco- 
dile is not handsome, but he has a very 
open countenance;” and some of /the 
habits of this animal, as latel¥ de- 

‘ribed by M. Voeltzkow, in Nature, are 

xcceding interesting. ‘traveling in 
Wituland he obtained, in January last, 
seventy-nine new-laid eggs of the ani- 
mal, from a nest which was five or six 
paces from the bank of the Wagogona, a 
tributary of the Ooi in East Africa. For 
a space of some eighteen feet in diame- 
ter, a spot had been cleared of plants in 
a circle, apparently by the crocodile 
having wheeled around several times. 
A few branches had been laid here and 
there, but there was no nest-building 
proper. The nest (so-called) lay open 
to the sun, with the exception of a 
couple of bushes at one part. Four pits 
dug in the hard, dry ground, about two 
feet obliquely down, held the eggs, 
about eighty-five or ninety in number, 
including those broken in digging out. 

The natives told the traveler that the 
crocodile, having selected and 

a spot, makes a pit in it that day, and lays 
about twenty or twenty-five eggs in it, 
which it covers with earth. Next day 
it makes a second pit, and soon. From 
the commencement it remains in the 
nest, and it sleeps there till the hatch- 
ing of the young, which appear in about 
two months, when the heavy rain period 
sets in. The egg-laying occurs only 
once in the year, about the end of Janu- 
ary or beginning of February. M. 
Voeltzkow disturbed the crocodile on 
its eggs, and saw it drop into the water; 
but from the look he got of it it seemed 
to be the Orocodilus vulgaris, so common 
in Bast Africa. —Demorest’s Magazine. 
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Slept in a Life-Preserver. 
An amusing instance illustrates the 
extreme of overcarefulness which some 
persons exhibit in their eagerness to 


“avoid the danger of drowning while on 


steamboat trips. A young woman who 
was a passenger with some friends on 
one of the steamers leaving Boston for a 
Maine city was asked in the morning 
whether she had a comfortable night, 
and she replied that her sleep was dis- 
turbed because she had not got used to 
the life-preserver, which prevented her 
getting into an easy position. It turned 
out that she had fastened one of these 
bulky contrivances round her body on 
retiring for the night, and, imprisoned 
in its folds, she had become black and 
blue from the pressure of its hard can- 
vas covering upon her.

Ancient Love-Letters Found” at 
Stone Arabia, N. Y. 


The Brave Eaglish Lover Perished in the 
Battle and His Sweetheart, ac En- 
glish Lady of Kank, Died of « 
Broken Heart. 

On the ancient battlefield of Stone 
Arabia, in the town of Palatine, Mont- 
gomery County, was found recently a 
metallic box, the contents of which 
revealed an interesting romance of long 
ago. The box, says the New York Sun, 
was badly battered and begrimed with 
the rustof many years. It was about 
six inches long and two inches deep. 
The casket was opened with consider- 
able difficulty, and its contents were 
found to consist of alocket and a bundle 
of letters written®upon parchment and 
tied with a faded piece of blue ribbon. 
The locket is of gold and of exquisite 
workmanship. It has on one side, in- 
scribed in monogram, the letters A. H. 
D.,“ while on the other is a curiously 
wrought hunting scene. The locket 
contains a miniature, delicately painted 
on porcelain, of a young lady of rare 
beauty. 

The letters, though the writing was 
somewhat faded by the lapse of time, 
were quite easily read. They were ad- 
dressed to Captain Lowe, an officer in 
the British armyduring the revolution- 
ary war. As appears by the letters, 
Captain Lowe was the betrothed of the 
lady whose portrait is in the locket. The 
letters are written in the most tender 
language. 

The finder of the box and contents, a 
ventleman residing at Palatine Bridge, 
took much interest in hisdiscovery, and 
resolved to investigate the romance. He 
had a photograph taken from the min- 
lature in the locket, and sent it with a 
letter requesting information, to the 
officials of.the Royal Historical Society 
of London. After considerable’ delay 
he received a letter from the society 
officials, which completes the story, 
the ontline of which is indicated by 
the letters in the casket. The writer 
of the letters was Alice Douglass, a 
young lady of rank, belonging to one 
of the noblest and most aristocratic fam- 
ilies in Britain. She became enamored 
of Captain Lowe when that brave young 
officer was with his regiment at London, 
and they were engaged to be married. 
When the American colonists arose in 
rebellion Captain Lowe was sent with 
his regiment to America. 

Captain Lowe served with bravery 
and distinction in the British army in 
the early years of the revolution. He 
was connected with the forces of Sir 
John Johnson when he made his cele- 
brated raid through the Mohawk valley 
in the fall of 1780. Coming down from 
Canada with an army of British regu- 
lars, Indians and Tories, Colonel John- 
son laid waste with ruthless hand the 
fair and fertile flelds of the Mohawk 
valley. The settlers were massacred, 
their dwellings burned, and crops de- 
stroyed. Sir John continued his march 
of devastation, up the Mohawk river, 
westward from Caughnawaga (now 
Fonda). General Robert Van Rensse- 
laer, of the patriot army, hastily col- 
lected a body of Albany and Schenectady 
militia and went in pursuit of the ene- 
my. Fort Paris, at Stone Arabia, was 
commanded by Colonel John Brown, no 
braver man than whom held a commis- 
sion in the Continental army. General 
Van Rensselaer sent a message to 
Colonel Brown to leave the fort with its 
garrison and head off Colonel Johnson's 
troops, while he fell upon their rear. 
General Van Rensselaer thus oped to 
hem Johnson and his army in between 
two fires and capture them. In response 
to the orders of his General, Colonel 
Brown and his little band of patriots 
marched out of Fort Paris to do battle 
with the enemy. This force numbered 
less than two hundred, whilethe enemy 
had four times as many. The American 
troops fell into an ambuscade, and were 
taken at a disadvantage. They held 
their ground bravely for awhile, how- 
ever, and a desperate struggle followed. 
The patriots we re overpowered by num- 
bers, and were at length compelled to 
give way, while their brave commander 
felldead with a musket ball in the heart. 
Captain Lowe, at the head of his forces, 
bravely led the charge up on the Amer- 
icans. : 

Rendered a conspicuous mark by his 
commanding presence and officer’s uni- 
form, he drew the fire of a sharpshooter 
and sank to earth mortally wounded. A 
comrade knelt beside him and raised 
him in his arms. The dying soldier 
with his last expiring strength drew the 


tees | casket from his bosom and handed it to 


his companion. 

Take it,” he whispered, ‘“‘and carry 
it to Alice. Tell her I died bravely, and 
that my latest breath spoke her loved 
name.” 

They buried him on the field of battle. 
with his martial cloak around him for a 
shroud. Here also was laid: at rest 
Colonel Brown, the brave American 
commander. Side by side they lie, the 
patriot and the invader, as repose Wolfe 
and Montcalm on the plains of Abraham. 

The companion to whom Captain Lowe 
intrusted the casket hastily concealed 
it by burying it near a stumpin the 
field, expecting to return for it after the 
pursuit of the fying enemy. The Brit- 
ish army, however, never returned to 
the spot, as General Van Rensselaer’s 
detachment and other American forces 
pressed upon them fietcely to avenge 
the death of their comrades in arms. Sir 
John Johnson and his forces were com- 
pelled to beat a hasty retreat to Canada, 
and the metallic box belonging to Cap- 
tain Lowe lay buried near its dead own- 
er for more than a century, when it was 
discovered.

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Sand Bilhs and Water Baths for Birds 
ani Beasts. . 

Brushes and combs most animals car 
ry with them. Brilllantine also is car- 
ried in a small and handy reservoir by 
all ducks and divers. Mud serves for 
cold cream and vaseline; dust for 
faller’s earth and pearl powder, and 
water, as with us, is perhaps the most 
important necessaty. But birds espe- 
cially, says the London Spectator, are 
mighty cular about the quality of 
their “toilet dust,” and equally aice as to 
the water in which they prefer to wash. 
Some use water only, some water or 
dust, others dust and no water. 
Partridges are a good example of the 
dusting birds, and are most careful in 
the selection of their dust baths. Dry 
loam suits them best. But perhaps their 
favorite place is a meadow where a few 
turfs have been removed. There they 
scratch out the loam, and shuffle back- 
wards under the grass roots till their 
feathers are full of the coolearth. In 
wet weather they find, if possible, a 
heap of burnt ashes on the site of a 
weed fire, and dust there. Sparrows, on 
the contrary, always choose road dust, 
the dryest and finest possible. Larks 
also are fond of the road, and dust there 
in the early morning. But they, two, 
have their fanéy, and choose the dry, 
gritty part, where the horse’s hoofs 
tread. Wild ducks, though feeding by 
the salt water, prefer to wash in fresh 
water pools, and will fly long distances 
inland to running brooks and ponds, 
wheré they preen and wash themselves 
in the early morning. But though pasé- 
ing so much time on the water, ducks 
seem to prefer a shower bath to any 
other: and in beavy rain they may be 
seen, opening their feathers and allow- 
ing the rain to soak in, after which they 
dresé the whole surface with oil from 
the reservoir which we mentioned 
above. Swallows and martins are as 
nice in their choice of bath water as 
any professional beauty;” nothing but 
newly fallen rain water thoroughly 
pleases them, and if tempted to bathe, 
it is generally by some sballow pool in 
the road which an hour’s sun will evap- 
orate. 

We have never seen hawks or falcons 
bathing when wild. Trained birds, in 
good health, bathe almost daily, and 
the bath of a peregrine falcon is a very 
careful performance. But no nymph 
could be more jealous of a witness than 
these shy birds, and it is not until after 
many careful glances in every direction 
that the falegn descends from her block 
and wades into the shallow bath. Then, 
after more suspicious glances, she 
thrusts her broad head under the water 
and flings it on to her back, at the same 
time raising the feathers and letting 
the drops thoroughly soak them. After 
bathing head and back, she spreads her 
wings and tail fan-like on the water, 
and rapidly opens and shuts them, after 
which sLe stoops down and splashes the 
drops in every direction. The bath over, 
she flies once more to the block, and 
turning her back to the sun, spreads 
every feather of the wing and tail, 
raises those on the body, and assists the 
process of drying by a tremulous motion 
imparted to every quill, looking more 
like an old cormorant on a buoy than a 
peregrine. ö 

Cats, large and small, make the most 
careful toilet of any class of animal, with 
the exception of some of the opossums. 
The lions and tigers wash themselves in 
exactly the same manner as the cat, 
wetting the dark, India-rubber-like ball 
of the fore foot and the inner toe, and 
passing it over the face and behind the 
ears. The foot is thus at the same time 
a face sponge and brush, and the rough 
tongue combs the rest of the body. 
Hares also use their feet to wash their 
faces, and the hare’s foot is so suitable 
for a brush thatit is always used to ap- 
_ply the paint“ to the face for the stage. 
One of the most charming pets we have 
kept, and the most particular as to wash- 
ing and brushing its feet and fur, was a 
lovely, brown opossum from Tasmania. 
“Sooty phalangist,“ was, we believe, its 
scientific name; it was covered with 
deep rich brown fur, had a face some- 
thing like a fox, a pink nose, hands 
with a nailless thumb, and long claws 
on the fingers. It washed its feet every 
two or three minutes. Water rats are 
very clean animals apd wash and brush 
their faces ‘‘like Christians.” We saw 
one this summer on a pond at Welling, 
in Kent, swim out to pick up the blos- 


* soms of an acacia tree which were 


falling on the water. After daintily 


eating each flower on the bank he 


licked his hands, wiped his mustaches 
and swam off for anether. We also 
tried an acacia blossom, but except a 
slightly sweet flavor, could find noth- 
ing to account for the rat’s taste for 
them. Sporting dogs which are used in 
mud, snow and wet, are strangely clever 
and quiek in cleaning and drying their 
coats, and itisa sure sign that a dog 
has been over-tired if he shows any 
trace of mud or dirt next morning. 
Most of their toilet is done with the 
tongg®, but they are very clever at 
Ging s thick box bush or the side of a 
haystack as a rough towel. One small 
spaniel which we allowed to live in the 
house was well aware that if he re- 
turned dirty he would not be admit- 
ted in-doors. About an hour before the 
close of the day’s shooting he used to 
strike work and begin to clean himself; 
and if urged to do more, would slip off 
home and present himself neat and 


clean in the dining- room. One day the. 


dog had been left at home, and his 
master returned and seated himself, 
wet, and with half-frozen drops of 
ice sticking to his gaiters, by the 
fire. Pan ran up and carefully licked 
off the frozen ice and snow, stopping 
every now and then to give an 
anxious look, which said as plainly as 
possible: Dear me, if I don’t get him 
clean quickly, he will be sent to lie in 
the stable.”
